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LITHUANIAN AND SLOVENIA WANT TO COLLABORATE IN SEEKING

VILNIUS, October 3, BNS - Ivo Vajgl, the first 
Slovenian ambassador to Lithuania, submitted his 
credentials to pregident Algirdas Brazauskas on Tuesday. 

During the ceremony, Brazauskas stressed that more 
intense cooperatign and broader contacts between Lithuania 
and Slovenia would accelerate acceptance of both countries 
into North Atlanttic and European economic and security 
structures. He also said that it was very important that 
both countries coordinate their positions on the 
intergovernmental conference scheduled for 1996 by the 
European Union.
